“MISS WHEELCHAIR 
AMERICA” 


Bob Chapman, a Residential Land- 
scape Specialist at Lake Buena Vista, 
was very active in his home state of 
Massachusetts working for the rights 
of the handicapped. Since moving to 
Florida, he weal his wife Beverly have 
not let up from their pace. 

The Chapmans have received 
numerous awards from the Muscular 
Dystrophy Association, the Mas- 
sachusetts Association of Paraplegics, 
and the Easter Seal Society. But as of 
late, Bob has reason to be extremely 
proud of his wife Bev and several 
“special” awards she has received. 

This past July, Bev was awarded the 
title of Miss Wheelchair Florida 1977 
in St. Petersburg, allowing her to rep- 
resent our state in the national com- 
petition. 











And last month, Beverly Chapman 
was named Miss Wheelchair 
America for 1977 at the national 
pageant held in Columbus, Ohio. 

The Miss Wheelchair America 
Pageant is established as a focal point 
of effort on behalf of over 500,000 
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Americans whose only limitations are 
those of mobility. Their ultimate goal 
is to close the gap between the wheel- 
chair world and the walking world. 
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The pageant is judged 40% on 
achievement, 30% on personality, 
and 30% on personal appearance. As 
Miss Wheelchair America, Bev will 
travel to cities across the country serv- 
ing as a spokesperson for the physi- 
cally handicapped during the next 
year.

sented to Governor Askew and the 
full House and Senate, whereupon 
she will be commended in a Proclama- 
tion. 

When asked what she would like to 
accomplish during her year as Miss 
Wheelchair America, Beverly said, 
“My dream is that someday a person 
with a handicap will be evaluated on 
his or her abilities and that we will 
attract attention because of what is 
right with us . . . not what is wrong 
with us. If I can bring us closer to that 
day, I'll be very happy.” 

Miss Wheelchair America is an am- 
bassadress who, by her own personal 
achievements, despite her disability, 
demonstrates literally that her consti- 
tutes are physically disabled, but 
mentally able, keen-minded and ar- 
ticulate. Our sincerest congratula- 
tions go out to Beverly and Bob.

EMPLOYEES GIVEN TIME OFF TO VOTE 


A heavy voter turnout is anticipated for the Presidential Election which 
will be held Tuesday, November 2, 1976. In order to allow every cast 
member the opportunity to exercise their voice in our electoral process, the 
following time-off procedure has been established. 

If an employee does not have sufficient time outside his or her scheduled 
working shift to vote, they may take up to two (2) hours off for voting 
purposes either at the beginning or the end of his or her working shift 


without loss of pay. 


In certain instances where more than two (2) hours are required to vote, 
employees may be granted the time off . . . but will be paid only up to two (2) 


hours pay during their absence. 


It is the employee’s responsibility to give their supervisor as much ad- 
vanced notice as is practically possible. And it is the supervisor’s responsi- 
bility to evalute and grant the request based on scheduled working shift, 
location of the polling place, transportation requirements, etc.
